Have always wanted to send Robert Stack a 
copy of Whitewash II and see if they would do a show on JFK. 

I appeared on WLOU, the local black radio station, last week 
with Sen. Georgia Powers. She was a paramour of Dr. King, and 
was at the Lorraine Motel when he was shot. She said she remembers 
the shot was very loud, she was in the other end of the courtyard 
from King. She worked on the Poor People's Campaign, and 
I gave her a copy of Mcknight's book. She is very nice, said she 
has always thought King's death was a conspiracy, but that James 
Earl Ray was the shooter. I think I have her doubting Ray's guilt 
now, however. Gave her some FBI memos and articles about you. 

So, I have at least developed some credibility on the subject 
with the local black leadership. 

Tonight, I get to be the expert on my brother Larry's sports show. 
I gotta be the only auto race/assassination expert in the world! 

I've been so busy I think I missed Lil's birthday. Hope she is 
doing well. I know the whole situation has been hard on both of 
you. 



I have been printing out the JFK Assassination Industry disk that 
Clay Ogilvie sent me. Clay is my hero, he has certainly been doing 
Yeoman's work. Great guy. Seems to have come along at a good time 
in your life. 

Dave Wrone sent me his artidle on David Belin. I am still amazed 
at how hard the staff of the WC worked to suppress the truth. 

It looks like I am going to teach modern American history this 
summer at Kentucky College of Business. Where Betsy works. 
1941-present. They have an Associate Degree- 2 year- and need 
some liberal studies hours. Hope to make it interesting. Will 
probably show Reasonable Doubt and the Unsolved Mysteries show 
on Dr. King's murder. 

There is a line of thought the last few years called Critical Legal 
Studies. Some law profs teach it, it is sort of a Brandeis 
approach to legal studies, looking at some of the reasons behind 
societal and legal problems, such as poverty, excessive strict 
legal enforcement in the ghetto, effect of poor schools on poor 
communities, problems with treating crack harsher than cocaine, 
though crack is diluted cocaine, which has a disparate effect 
on the black 'community. I plan to take this approach with history.

Dick fought in Patton's army, 
liberated concentration camps, etc. His pictures are truly ungodly. 
How can there be a god, with Hitler, Serbia, etc.? 

I have always admired Gen. Patton, remember he made the locals tour 
the concentration camps and see what they hhd done, people standing 
in line puking, passing out from the horror, he wanted them to see 
what they had tried to ignore. 



As you may know the movie 'Patton' was largely adapted from 
the memoirs of another hero of mine, Gen. Omar Bradley. I read them 
after the movie came out, and his book reads almost like a 
screenplay for the movie. Fairly accurate for Hollywood. 

We have been doing well. Training a new dog we got from Death : Row 
over in Shelby county, mostly German Shepherd. Perhaps part 
malamute, or sled dog. When Betsy was walking Pat and told some 
neighbor kids that she was part sled dog, the kids said, 

"Did that dog ever get to go to Alaska?' Thought that was cute. 

The innate intelligence of German Shepherds is incredible. 

Israelis use them almost exclusively for rescue missions, etc. 
Thought it was interesting that Israeli Jews are doctors helping 
the Albanians in Kosovo , though the Albanians tried to kill all 
the Jews in WWII. Seems the Serbs thought is that, they were on 
our side in KWWII, so we should let them do whatever they want 
now. Never thought I would see Nato bombing in Yugoslavia. 

What a strange world fueled by hate. 

At our air show starting Derby festivities, we have a reenactment 
of Pearl Harbor. Some controversy, since we have several Japanese 
plants and Toyota in Kentucky. They asked one Pearl Harbor vet, he 
said, "Hell, they ought to show it 5 or 6 times!" I tend to 
agree with him. It is truly a day that will forever live in infamy. 
When we went to Hawaii, we got to Pearl Harbor right after dawn. 

You can almost see the ghost planes with the rising sun, the brave 
sailors, the horror. Surprisingly small place. When you go to the 
Arizona memorial and still see oil seeping to the surface, it 
really makes the hair on your neck stand up. Iexpect the same when 
I someday visit Dealey Plaza or the Lorraine Motel.
